in the time of the Riel Rebellion 

This all started because 
curious Old Timers, who are of the 
second generation, asked the Bulle- 
tin man how the old gun was fired. 
A search was made among several! 
men who were good guessers. Some 

| wearing modern war buttons gave 
other explanations. But this veteran 
knew, because he saw it all happen 
while he was an_ infantryman, 
though not a member of the crew 
actually serving these guns. 

The kind of cannon he saw used, 
were larger and heavier, being nine 
pounders, he said; while he thought, 
this gun at the cabin was, perhaps, 
a five or a seven pounder. He actu- 
ally saw these kind of cannon firing 
in action one day at Fish Creek and 
for four days at Batoche. 


36 MEN, SIX HORSES 

They were in a battery for each 
gun of 36 men and six horses to 
haul it around. At the end of each 
axle is a swivel ring to which a 
rope could be attached and a squad 
of infantry or a squadron of cavalry 
could help pull the gun, out of a 
mudhole across a creek, or up a 
hill or cutbank, to get it into a dom- 
inating spot to help win the battle 
That cat across Abbot Avenue 
need not worry because the ammu- 
nition box was locked and some- 
| body threw the key into the last 
river it forded, That “Boom” was 
only heard in imagination and sot 
in veality and the cat tractor may 
yet be used to amble down north 
across the Athabasca, past the Peace 
and over the newly cut out bush 
highway to Lakes of the Northland 
next winter, 

But Mr. Beach did show how to 
sight the cannon at the cat's head 
and being metal may have more 
than the legendary nine cat's lives. 
Anyway, if they put some Turner 
Valley gasoline in that cat it might 
scratch its way across the avenue, 
and dodging the slow aiming tactics 
of the battery, bump or bowl over 
the cannon, or by busting its spoke, 
cripple it beyond repair, Of course, 
in real action, the crew of the bat- 
tery carried rifles with which to 
defend their cannon in case the 
enemy closed in upon it. 


VIVID RECOLLECTIONS 


Mr. Beach is quite vivid in his 
recollection of the times of 1885 
He was within range of guns at Fort 
Pitt, Fish Creek, Batoche, Prince 
Albert, up the river to Battleford, 
then back to Fort Pitt and up to 
Edmonton. Then down to Pitt again, 
out to Frog Lake where he helped 
bury the victims of the massacre, 
then along the Beaver river till 
Big Bear was captured, by other 
scouts neay Fort Carleton, He was 
busy helping in the cleaning up iill 
late part of the fall, when be re- 
turned to Winnipeg 

“We never got any issue of clothes 
till we got to Swift Current. One 
of the soldiers of a practical talent, 
got hold of one of Major Bolton's 
helmets, bored a hole from front to 
back, and with his hand pushed a 
bullet through the hole. Then when 
he was wearing the helmet at the 
depot at Swift Current a seeker of 
curios said to him: “Did the bullet 
go through the helmet and miss 
hitting you?”

NEVER A PAY DAY 

The soldiers never had a pay day, 
but when they disbanded they were 
paid off in full, at fifty cents per 
day, plus all expenses.

The ramrod had a double 
jend, for the bore of the cannon was 
‘first swabbed out, then the charge 
lof powder in a_ cotton sack was 
rammed tight home 

The round cannon ball or the 
timed metal shell, containing shrap- 
nel, was gently inserted and pushed 
into place next to the sack of pow- 
der. A tool, like an ice pick was 
poked into the touch-hole to pierce | 
the sack and let the pressed powder | 
rise up into the touch-hole till out 
enough to be ignited when desired 
by the gunner 

By shifting from side to side the 
heel of the brace of the cannon, it 
was given one aim and by turning 
a crank the cannon was aimed up or 
down according to the elevation t 
hit a distant target. When all was 
aimed on the spot desired, the fuse 
| was lit and drawn across the mouth 
lof the powdered top of the touch- 
hole. Picking up a string, calling 
it a fuse, Mr. Beach pinched it with 
his fingers to show how the fuse was 
cut at intervals to allow the fuse 
to spit fire at the nicks to ignite the 
charge when drawn over the ex- 
posed powder. 


IN REAL ACTION 

Instantly in real action the cannon 
would shoot. If aimed correctly the 
ball or shell would even go clean 
through a log house and come out 
the other side. If a shell was timed 
too late it would:explode in rear of 
the house. Once he saw this occur 
The shell was timed quite simply 
There was no signaller to report the 
shot's effect on target aimed at. No 
telephone communication, no mod- 
ern signal, or method of sending 
messages other than by scouts on 
horseback or on hoseback 

One of the Old Battleford Scouts 
was once heard to describe an all 
night and all day ride he once made 
{with an SCS call to Swift Current 
for urgent aid for help, or orders to 
evacuate the town and barracks of 
| Battleford. 

He related how he rode till his 
horse was tired out and hungry. It 
was dark so he rode along a ridge 
edge. In plain sight he made a loop 
like a whip lash and curved back 
close near to his former trail, and 
then let his horse feed, leaving its 
saddle on and and tieing the tether 
to his wrist, so if he fell asleep 
himself his own horse would waken 
him 


INDIAN FOLLOWS 


He fel! asleep but felt a tug on 
his wrist, and in the starlight saw 
the stars eclipsed by a following 
Indian riding along the ridge as he 
slowly tracked his trail in the star- 
light. He wisely muzzled his horse 
with his jacket and hence prevent-

Congress has decided it will not amend 
the United States’ neutrality law at the 
present session—despite the battle Pres- 
ident Roosevelt has made for immediate 
amendment.
